Peter and St. Paul Will Be Larger 
Than 
Moct 
European Cathedrals 


Lighting of Interior to Be Striking. 
Plans for the Episcopal Cathedral ol 


St. Peter and St. Paul at Washington, 
which is to be erected on Mount St 
Albans, overlooking the national capi- 
tol. havp been anprovml hv the catbe- 
dral chapter, composed of the bishop 
of Washington and fourteen of the 
most prominent churchmen and laymen 
of the diocese of Washington, says a 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Herald. 


Plans, which were prepared by Hen- 


ry Vaughn of Boston and G. F. Bodley 
of London, have been ou private view 
at the bishop's bouse. The propose* 
edihce when completed will have cost 
more than $2,000,000. The diocese al 
ready owns the ground. 
The small 


church, the sanctuary aud the buildings 
for the cathedral school near by rep- 
xeseut investments and endowments of 
an expenditure of nearly §1,000,000. 


The building will ovoi shadow many 


of the European cathedrals. The tola 
length will be 476 feet aud the width 
135 feet. The central tower will rise 
230 feet above-the foundation. 
The 


interior has been planned to give the 
greatest amount of space possible with- 
in the four walls. 
The apex of the 


supporting arches will be ninety-three 
leet above the floor. The total seating 
capacity is to be 5,000, allowing an am- 
ple amount of space for each person 
and of this vast audience 2,750 will be 
able to see the preacher at the end of 
the nave, while all can hear him. 


"In style the cathedral is, as was 


wisely desired, Gothic of the four- 
teenth century," say the architects, "a 
style of architecture, as we think, the 
most beautiful that the world has ever 
seen. In its dimensions it will be lar- 
ger than most of the cathedrals in 
England or on the continent. 


"The plan is that of nave and aisles, 


transepts, choir and two chapels. Dou- 
ble aisles are planned for the nave. 
These latter will be specially useful 
for monuments and memorial windows 
and tablets. The choir terminates in an 
apsidal sanctuary. The building will 
be vaulted in stone throughout 


"The lighting of the interior Is de- 


signed to have a fine effect, being by 
ample clearstory windows. The light, 
thus coming from BO high a level, will 
be striking. There are lower windows 
in the aisles, but they are quite subor- 
dinate. Then there will be a striking 
effect of light in the sanctuary or east- 
ern part of the choir. 


"We propose two chapels at the 


ends of the choir aisles. The south one 
could be the lady chapel and the oth'er 
the chapel of St Peter and St Paul, 
who give title to the cathedral, or the 
north chapel could be the chapel of St. 
John the Evangelist, the two chapels 
thus symbolizing the scene of Calvary. 
An aisle terminating in a mere wall 
always has a poor and an unsatisfac- 
tory effect It will be a great advan- 
tage to have chapels here at the east- 
ern ends of the two aisles, each with 
their screens and altar In the reredos. 


"The bishop reminds us that as 


Washington cathedral is at the capital 
of the nation and will inspire combined 
religious and patriotic feelings it would 
be well in some parts of the cathedral 
if place could be made for statues, bas 
reliefs and other works commemorat- 
ing great American heroes and states- 
men of the United States and histori- 
cal incidents of colonial times and aft- 
er the Revolution which are dear to 
the hearts of the American people. 
This could be easily arranged and 
suitable places found. 


"The site is a remarkably fine one, 


very commanding and beautiful. The 
cathedral will be a conspicuous object 
from the capitol and other parts of the 
city. When complete, with its sur- 
rounding buildings, it will be 'as a city 
set on a hill.' 


"While the exterior surroundings of 


this lower part of the west end are 
massive (the richer part being kept for 
the top of the towers), 'whose glory is 
in their height,' the interior of this cen- 
tral portico can be rich and stately and 
be made beautiful -with its many fig- 
ures and pictorially carved subjects. 


"Passing along the north side of the 


cathedral externally, we would speak 
of the height of the walls, the interest 
of the window tracery in the clear- 
story, the inasshe but not too heavy 
flying buttresses and pinnacles, of the 
light and shade ghen by them and the 
bands of rich work in the outer aisle, 
of the molded plinths and windows 
and niches and the carved canticles of 
the church's matins and evensong and 
the traceried parapets, 


"And 
now to enter the cathedral at 


the west through the great portico we 
ha\e spoken of and through the shelter 
of the internal oak lobby. The first im- 
pression will be the continuous height 
of the main or central part—namely, 
the n.ue.' cliuh autl apse. The next 
and nearly as powerful a one will be 
the width, for, with the outer aisles 
and the double range of columns on 
either bide • "d the transepts, tie effect 
of the widtn will be considerable." 


Plans for the cathedral have been 


under consideration for ten years. 
Bishop Sa erh-e of the diocese of

San Francisco, June 28.—The teleg- 


raphers' strike bears no change on the 
surface. It is claimed by the strikers 
that the Western Union is tied up 
tighter on the sixth day of the strike 
than on the evening the strike was 
called. Absolutely reliable reports, it 
Is claimed *>y the strikers, from the 
Postal office show that on June 2G 
less than 400 messages were sent east- 
ward as against an average of 2,200 
per day, and 495 received from the 
east as against an average of 3,000. 


President Small of the Commercial 


Telegraphers' union said: "We have 
the situation well in hand and know 
just where and how we stand. We 
also know how many telegraphers the 
two companies have at work and how 
many telegrams they are handling by 
wire. If the telegraphing public is 
willing to pay telegraph tolls on tele- 
grams that are being transported by 
mail, that is their affair.

finish, just as the printers did." 


I. N. Miller, Jr., assistant superin- 


tendent of the Western Union, said 
that the company had 70 operators at 
•work out of a total of 175 that are 
needed to give a full service. He de 
clared that everything is satisfactory 
so far as the strike is concerned.- 


L. W. Storrer, superintendent of the 


Postal, said: "The strike is taking 
care of itself; It is slowly simmering 
out, as all other strikes do if they are 
left alone. We are not disturbed 
about it, and our former employes may 
secure work by applying for positions 
•whenever they see fit." 


REVOLUflONlsts 


Revive the Terrorist 
Organization. 


Skillful Men In Charge. 


St. Petersburg, 'June 28.—It has 


heen learned from Russian revolution- 
ary -sources that the Social Revolu- 
tionary party a month ago revived the 
old terrorist organization, which had 
been suffered to lapse since the coa. 
gress held in Finland 
during the 


spring of 1906, and placed Gregory 
Gerschunin, who escaped from Siberia 
last year and eventually reached New 
York, and Savanikoff, who escaped 
from Sebastopol in 1905, the best or- 
ganizers of the party, in charge. The 
sum of $40,000 monthly was assigne'd 
for 
espionage, the 
preparation of 


bombs and so on, from the party treas- 
ury, 
which recently received more 


than 5400,000 from the cashier of the 
subtreasury of Samarkand, a Social 
Revolutionist who embezzled $480,000 
and escaped abroad. 
The headquar- 


ters of the terrorists, as usual, are 
located outside of Russia.

ON THE STAND 


Denies Existence of Inner Cirde In 


the Miners' Organization. 


ONCE A LEADER OF THE UNION 


Another Witness Brands as False Cer- 


tain Statements Made By Orchard. 
Court's Ruling Limits Showing of 
Defense—Proceedings of the Trial 
Of William Haywood. 


Boise, Ida., June 28.—Edward Boyce, 


for years the leader of the Western 
Federation of Miners and now a weal- 
thy mine owner of the Coeur d'Alenes, 
testified in behalfofWilliam Haywood. 
His testimony was devoted chiefly to 
the history, purposes and work of 
the Western Federation. He denied 
the existence of an "inner circle," or 
that there had ever heen a conspiracy 
in the organization to do an illegal act. 
The chief importance of Boyce's cross- 
examination was the production of a 
speech by him at the convention of 
the federation held at Salt Lake in 
1S98, 
in which he said that every 


union should have a rifle club, every 
member a rifle, so that the federation 
could march 25,000 armed men in the 
rank's of labor. Mr. Boyce, saying 
that the sentiment was correct, de- 
clared with spirit that when he spoke 
the words imputed to him he had in 
mind the misconduct of the state 
troops in Colorado, the use of troops 
elsewhere against the federation, and 
the constitutional right of all citizens 
to bear arms, which was as much the 
right of the miner as the aristocrat. 


William Easterly, one of the most 


important witnesses in the case, was 
called. He denied the statements of 
Orchard, charging him with criminal 
misconduct in Colorado. He denied 
that he had ever discussed the Vindi- 
cator or any other plot with Orchard, 
or that he had helped Orchard in ex- 
periments for the device that blew up 
the Vindicator mine, and denied that 
he and Orchard had discussed the 
Vindicator matter or any subject with 
Moyer and Haywood at federation 
headquarters in Denver. 


A ruling made by Judge Wood will, 


it is thought, materially limit the 
showing of the defense as to the exist- 
ence of the counter-conspiracy against 
Haywood and his associates which it 
alleges. James H. Hawley for the 
state objected to a general question as 
to the policy and practice of mine 
owners throughout the west in black- 
listing union miners; and in the argu- 
ment that followed Clarence Darrow 
for the defense claimed that same lat- 
itude in proving 
counter-conspiracy 


that the state enjoyed in showing a 
conspiracy. Mr. Hawley claimed that 
the state had shown the existence of 
a conspiracy by Harry Orchard, and 
had laid the foundation for and made 
the connection of all the evidence 
subsequently offered on the subject. 
He said the defense was trying to 
show a counter-conspiracy by proving 
various isolated instances and certain 
general conditions, none of which was 
connected with the case and for none 
of which a proper foundation had been 
laid. 


In ruling, the court accepted in part 


the contention of the prosecution and 
limited the proof of the defense along 
this line to events in Colorado and 
the Coeur d'Alenes connected with the 
case as now established. 


Body Eaten By Lime. 


Durant, I. T., June 28. — Workmea 


unloading a carload of lime at Arm- 
strong made a gruesome discovery in 
the shape of the remains of a human 
body in a box of small size. The bones 
were bare, the flesh having been eaten 
by the lime packed in the box. The 
car was billed from Henrietta to Ada 
and rebilled from Ada to Armstrong. 
Federal authorities are investigating. 


Music Firm Fails. 


Parkersburg, W. Va., June 28.—The 


Lloyd Baxter company, one of the 
largest music firms in West Virginia, 
incorporated, has petitioned for a re- 
ceiver. The company conducts a store 
at Montpelier, O., in addition to the 
one here.

Promoters Believe That Double Basis 


of Holding Property Will Insure Suc- 
cess of Scheme—Street Called Maiden 
Lane Laid Out For Spinsters. 
Forty Socialists have organized a co- 


operative settlement, called Fellowship 
farm, ou a beautiful seventy-five acre 
fro/^t1 Af 1inrl in 
AVoettlvorwl 
twf»Jr< 


miles from Boston. Here the Socialist: 
are planning to live and work, some 
going back and forth to the city, others 
raising fruit, vegetables and poultry 
says a Boston special dispatch to the 
St. Louis Republic. 


Forty acres1 have been divided into 


individual holdings, and the rest of the 
land, with large barns upon it, is for 
collective ownership and use. The plan 
of the settlement, which was made 
years ago. but not carried out until this 
spring, is to cultivate the personal and 
social elements of those who partici- 
pate in it. 


Unlike other co-operative schemes ol 


living, it has a double basis. A man 
living on a farm may have a deed for 
one of the acres, which is his exclusive 
property, but be also has a co-operative 
interest in the community holdings. He 
can be bis own landlord, working on 
his own soil and living in his own 
house, meanwhile enjoying the pleas- 
ure of having congenial persons near 
him and the privileges of a big fellow- 
ship bouse, which it ig the intent of the 
leader, the Rev.' George Uttlefleld, to 
build, 


Each of the forty men has agreed to 


give $2.50 a month, and when any ono 
person has paid in. $300 he gets a deed 
to his acre and is not obliged to pay 
anything more. If he is 111 or iiL"trou- 
t>!e, there is nn emergency fund to help 
him out, anff if he desires to leave his 
occupation at any time he can return 
to nature and dig a living out of the 
soil. 


Mr. Littlefleld has had this scheme 


in mind twenty years, but not until 
the present time was he able to perfect 
it. Mr. Littlefleld is a Harvard gradu 
ate and a Unitarian minister. 
Before 


his college days he saw much of Dr. 
Edward Everett Hale and Edward 
Bellamy and was so fired with enthu 
slasm with their views that he sold his 
printing business and studied to be- 
come a minister. 


"The ministry did not satisfy me," 


he said in telling the story of his hopes 
and ambitions. "The Bible says, 'Feed 
my sheep,' and I found that most of 
the ministers were only talking to 
.ttjem. I felt that I must.do something 
besides talk. 
Preaching the golden 


rule under present business conditions 
Is like trying to grow flowers In the 
subway. 


"There are five reasons why other 


schemes of co-operative living have 
failed. 


"First.—Groups of people with ideals 
have pulled themselves up by the roots 
and been transplanted artificially to a wil- 
derness. They got lonesome and wanted 
to get back to their old occupations and 
ways of living. 


"Second.—Most of the persons who form 
these schemes are not working people. 
They are impracticable and fanatical 
dreamers, who do not understand how to 
do the practical things of life. 


"Third.—Most of the plans start with a 
common pocketbook. common land and a 
common dwelling, and there is no chance 
for the individual. 


"Fourth..—Some co-operative plans have 
been started, like that of Hopedale. where 
each share had a. vote instead of each 
man. 
In our scheme one man has but one 


vote, no matter how many shares ha 
owns 
"FlftK—In some cases the time waa not 
ripe for such schemes to prosper." 


The first move the Rev. Mr. Little- 


field- made In the matter was to write 
nn article in Ariel, a magazine which 
he publishes monthly, and outline the 
scheme in a general -way. When this 
appeared, letters from all over the 
world began to pour in asking more 
about the new mode of life offered 
«.nd commending the plan. 


A large number of persons met In 


Huntlngton Chambers in October to 
hear more about the farm and make 
further plans. 
Edward Sunderland 


was elected secretary, George E. Lit- 
tlefield treasurer and Jane Moore, 
Squire E. Putney and the secretary 
and treasurer to act as a committee to 
buy the Westwood^farm, transferring 
the title and deed to the Fellowship 
Farm association when organized and 
chartered. 
It was necessary to pay 


$1,000 down, but this was raised, and 
the farm, costing $8,000, was bought 


After this repairs were quickly start- 


ed, and one of the members Is already 
living on his acre of ground, with his 
wife and two children. 


Half of the members are married 


and have families. 
Two come from 


Scotland and several from New York 
and Pennsylvania. Provision has been 
•made for 
unmarried spinsters, of 


whom there are three or four. 
A 


street called Maiden Lane has been 
laid out for them on the farm. 


The association will have its onvn 


l-*unk and. its own iusurance. 
When 


there is a surplus it will be used to 
help the members put up their housf-s. 


Dr. Edward Everett Hale wished to 


become a m«>mbf!-. l>"t wrote too late, 
when all vacancies were filled. 


In summer Fellowship Farm assem- 


blies will he held under a big tent or 
In the woods, with little tents and 
campers on the grounds. There will 
be a school of srionce and philosophy 
and art and craft classes. 
In ten 


years or sooner, if he chooses, every 
man will own his acre of ground, 
which has bwn gradually increasing 
in value, and an interest in the com- 
mon property which will make him 
practically independent of employers.

electrocuted for the murder of his 
wife. 
Xo untoward incident marked 


the execution, and the condemned man 
went to the chair apparently unmoved. 


Governor Harris had reprieved Cor- 


nelius three times. 
In his final an- 


nouncement that the sentence of death 
should be executed, he declared that, 
while he is personally opposed to cap- 
ital punishment, he must enforce the 
law. 
The governor said that after 


having gone over the case carefully, 
he was forced to the conclusion that 
the jui y was justified in returning the 
veidict it did. 


When told last evening that the gov- 


ernor "would not commute his sen- 
tence, Cornelius said he would die 
like a man. 


Just before he was escorted to the 


death chair Cornelius made the follow- 
ing statement: 


"I believe in capital punishment. It 


is right. It is a necessary protection 
to society. It is just and, knowing as 
I do that I will within a very short 
time go to my death in the electric 
chair, I say to you that if I had a vote 
tonight and could decide the whole 
question, I would declaie that capital 
punishment must be continued for the 
good of society." 


Cornelius asked the attendants to 


him a red rose. When the flower 


was brought to him he caressed it, 
pinned it on tne lapel of his coat and 
remarked, "My wife always loved red 
roses." 


Cornelius murdered his wife at their 


home in Canton at 7 a. m on Monday, 
Sept. 17, 1906, with a window weight, 
which he picked up from a chair as 
he stepped up behind her. Mrs Cor- 
nelius had sued for divorce, and Cor- 
nelius -was trying to induce her to 
withdraw the petition and live with 
him. 
Although they with their chil- 


dren were occupying the same house, 
she refused to have anything to do 
with him. A week before the murder 
he had threatened to kill his wife, her 
sister arid their owm son, and is said 
to have repeated the threats many 
times during that week. Prior to com- i 
mitting the foul deed, Cornelius had 
made two trips to a saloon, where he 
drank whisky and beer. 
I 


Leaving his dead wife weltering in ] 


her own blood, Cornelius coolly left 
the house and walked up street to a 
grocery, where he bought some cigars 
and told the xgrocer that he had had 
trouble at home. When asked "what 
about?" he said: "I jast killed my j 
wife." 
Saying nothing more, he left 


the groeeiy and started down street. 
Seeing the patrol wagon dashing by, 
he waved to the officers to stop, say- 
Ing: "Hold on, I'm the man you want" 
After briefly telling the police of the 
murder he was hurried to the city 
prlBon.
